New School Calendar 
Adds Four Days With 
Longer Holiday Rests 

State Insists on Nine Months 

With 185 Days School 

Sessions 



Antioch and other Lake county 
schools will have two more days of 
Christmas vacation but will close 
four days later In June as the re- 
sult of a revision of the school calen- 
dar by County Supt. W. C* Petty. 

A new law enacted by the state 
legislature calls for a minimum of 
nine months of sessions each year. 
The Lake County school schedule 
was' set up four calendar days and 
two school days short of the require- 
ment. 

As the result the vacation from 
Dec. 22 to Jan. 1 inclusive was 
changed to Dec. 21 to Jan. 2 inclu- 
sive, and the closing date was 
changed from June 1 to June 5. 

Roy Clark, an adviser at the of- 
fice of State Supt. Vernon R. Nic- 
kell advised Supt. Petty that under 
an opinion of the attorney general 
the state department could not rec- 
ognize any school that doesn't oper- 
ate a full nine months with 185 
school days. 

All principals and superinten- 
dents in the county were immedi- 
ately notified by Petty.

Civil Defense Alerts 
Considered Success; 
Fire Gall at Antioch 



With the blast of a noise bomb 
that was heard as far as Trevor, 
the Civil Defense alert was sounded 
at 8 p. nu in Antioch Friday and 
drew five, fire departments to the 
scene at Rte. 173 and Rte. 59. 

Antioch residents, unaware for 
the most part that anything was 
about to take place, were startled 
at first by the bomb, but then re- 
called that it was .Civil Defense 
week. 

Fire departments at Trevor, Wil- 
mot, Salem. Bristol "in Wisconsin 
and Lake Villa and Antioch in Bll- 
nois, responded and after checking- 
ln at the disaster point, went to the 
Antioch fire station where they 
wore briefed on civil defense pro- 
cedures and then served refresh- 
ments by the Antioch firemen, 
. Antioch sent two fire trucks and 
a rescue squad truck to the scene. 

Shortly after the disaster alert 
was sounded, the Antioch depart- 
ment received a fire call from the 
Soo.Line station. A stove in the 
baggage-mail car became overheat- 
ed and threatened to set fire to the 
car which had a $3,000 valuation on 
its baggage content. ■ 

Relief man Frank Willett accom- 
panied by Harry Lake and Lee Wer- 
heim of Trevor, Wis., responded, 
using the jeep generally used for 
grass fires. They extinguished the 
fire in the, stove which had become 
red hot, and the train went on its 
way 55 minutes late. 

The local department responded 
to the alert at Fort Sheridan Sun- 
day afternoon. 

John Horan, Antioch's Civil De- 
fense director, said both alerts were 
successful and were good training 
for the men. 



Antioch Duck Hunters 
Rescued from Blarney 
Island Monday Night 

Lewis x Waterman and Raymond 
Edwards, teenage youths, residing 
in rural Antioch, gave relatives and 
friends quite an alarm Monday 
night when ^they failed to return 
home from a hunting trip at Grass 
Lake. 

They were found at 2 a. m. Tues- 
day on Blarney Island by Conserva- 
tion Officer Harry Novotny and Ed- 
ward Haling of Hallng's resort who 
searched for them on several is- 
lands before getting the right one. 

The boys said they went to the 
island after the motor of then- 
small boat broke down rather than 
try to row in the dark across rough 
water. They said they fired several 
shots but were unable to attract 
anyone's attention until Novotny' 
and Haling arrived. 

The Antioch Rescue squad was 
called when the boys did not ar- 
rive home Monday night, but the 
first aid men couldn't find them. 

Edwards was a victim fit a hunt- 
ing accident two years ago in which 
an -eye was destroyed,. 

Nimrods Warned Not 
To Hunt Soo Line 
Right of Way Land 

Right of way of the Soo Line 
railroad, running through Antioch 
Township, will be > off limits for 
hunters this year, according to A. 
W. Kruse, special Investigator for 
the railroad. 

Move to post the right of way 
and keep hunters off is a result of 
damage inflicted- by hunters last 
year, according to Kruse. Long re- 
garded as a place to hunt without 
trespassing on posted land, the with- 
drawal of the tracks as a place to 
hunt will no doubt, draw protest 
from some hunters. 

In talking to newsmen this week, 
Kruse said, "This situation has been 
the outcome of malicious damage of 
railroad property during the past 
hunting season." He added that 
damage to signal equipment by gun- 
shot was not uncommon and that 
the lives and safely of a great many 
people depend on proper function- 
ing of signal equipment. It is for 
this reason that the move was made, 



Pheasant Hunting Will 
Start Tomorrow Noon 



Thirty-seven years ago at noon 
tomorrow cease firing was sounded 
along the battle" front in Europe as 
the close of the first World War 
in. which many. Americans lost 
their lives. 

Tomorrow noon it will be "start 
firing" in Lake county as the 
pheasant season opens and there is 
always the hope that none but the 
pheasant is killed. 

For Vh. weeks the cock pheasant 
will have to hide away beyond the 
eye of man and dog if he wishes to 
survive. His lady love has it easier 
for despite the 'fact that the state 
neglected to print cock pheasant on 
the hunting rules and just said 
pheasants, the law remains that hen 
pheasants may not be killed. 

Because of much feed and no 
floods in the marsh lands there 
should be the average amount of 
pheasants for the hunters in the An- 
tioch area this year, but with each 
succeeding year the places to hunt 
grow less. 

Up to this time hunters have just 
been permitted to hunt, geese and 
ducks. There was comparatively 
poor hunting until within" the past 
week.

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Economic Highlights 

"The Capital Is now engaged in the usual 
quadrennial diversion of hanging political labels on 
the Presidential candidates and dividing them into 
heroes and villains," writes James Reston, Washing- 
ton correspondent of ihe New York Times. "This 
labeling operation is part of the story-telling and 
myth-making Industry in Washington — a vast enter- 
prise — and is a great convenience because it enables 
the voter to avoid thinking or dealing with the fact3." 

Of course, thie method of evaluating candidates 
has very serious drawbacks. For one thing, even 
Presidential candidates are human beings — which 
means they aren't all hero or all villain, but a mix- 
ture of diverse and complex elements. And for an- 
other, they, like other people, can and do change. 
Mr. Reston says, "This is one of the most interesting 
aspects of the 1956 campaign: that while the cast of 
characters is familiar, it cannot be assumed that the 
men themselves are precisely the same, or that they 
conform to their political reputations." 

He quotes Woodrow Wilson's famous remark, 
to the effect that some men grow and some merely 
swelli. He points out that "the history of American 
politics is full of men who seem shallow and inade- 
quate at one period. in their lives but who changed 
out of all recognition later on." And he deals with 
possible major transformations that have taken place 
with some of the potential candidates. It's interest- 
ing to note that he believes that changes for the better 
have occurred in two men who stand high in the 
political firmament at this time — Richard Nixon and 
Adlai Stevenson. 

This matter of change — in maturity, judgment, 
understanding of issues — is certainly an important 
one and deserves heavy emphasis. The two national 
committees will attempt to white-wash their own 
people and apply -the tar-brush to the opposition. 
They will try to make emotion the master of logic. 
And the uncritical voter must inevitably be sadly 
misled. 

Coming to specific matters, the political fires 
are burning bright these days. The President's 
illness and the generally held belief' that this will 
preclude running agafn have changed the picture 
drastically. On the Democratic side, particularly, 
there is a fever of activity, Stevenson is still the 
best bet — but by no means a sure bet. Senator Ke- 
fauver has proven himself a power in past primaries, 
and he is in the running again. Governor Harri- 
man seems to bo looked on favorably by Mr. Truman. 
And Mr. Truman is the greatest single force in his 
party. 

On the Republican side, a Gallup poll made after 
the President's illness indicates the prevailing winds. 
The five top-runners were as follows: Nixon, favored 
by 28 per cent of those polled; Warren, by 24 per 
cent; Dewey, by 10- per cent; Stassen, by 10 per cent; 
Dulles, by nine per cent. Thus only Justice War- 



ren gave the vice president a close race In public 
favor. And the Justice hns shown no Inclination to' 
alter his attitude of two years ago, when he said 
that he would not be a candidate under any circum- 
stances. 

Finally, going beyond politics, a paragraph by 
David Lawrence, appearing in U. S. News and 
World Report, certainly seems relevant. Ho said: 
"It is a time for the heart of America to be revealed. 
It Is a time to speak with one accord to. the other 
peoples of the world and to tell them that the Ameri- 
can people — no matter who is chosen as a successor 
In the Presidency — expect to continue to seek peace 
in the self-same spirit of human love so simply ex- 
pressed by Dwlght Eisenhower."

Explain Military Obligations Of 
Young Americans Under New Plan 



A letter from Paul D, Rust, En- 
rollment Officer at Glcnvlew Naval 
Air Station, Glcnvlew, 111., explain- 
ing new regulations in military ob- 
ligation of young men under the Re- 
serve Plan which became law on 
Aug. 10, 1055, follows: 
"Dear Sir: 

"Much confusion now exists over 
the military obligations of young 
men since the new Reserve Plan be- 
came law on August 10. The press 
has been Instrumental in giving the 
facts and eliminating much of the 
confusion. 

"However many young men still 
feci that they must be drafted to 
serve only two year active duty. 
Many don't realize the other oppor- 
tunities open to them In the ser- 
vices." 

In accordance with the National 
Reserve Act of August 10, 1955, 
youths between the ages of 17 and 
31 may now enroll l n the Naval Air 
Reserve and only spend two years 
of their six years military obliga- 
tion on active duty The other four 
years of obligation are satisfied by 
spending three years in the ready 
reserve and one year in the stand- 
by reserve. 

May Await Graduation 
For those youths over 17 but who 
have not attained the age of 18%, 
part of the reserve duty may bo 
satisfied prior to active duty. If he 
is satisfactorily pursuing a course 
of istruction in high school or col- 
lege, he may have his active duty 
orders delayed until he graduates 
from high school or completes the 
college year or attains the age of 20, 
whichever occurs first. 

The ready reserve duty consists of 
participation in a naval air reserve 
drilling unit which will meet one 
weekend a month. Credits and pay 
for four drills are given for one 
weekend. This plan also provides 
for 14 days of consecutive training 
duty annually. 
Any male between the ages of 17 



and 31 meeting current standards 
for naval reserve enlistment and 
who has not been ordered to report 
for induction into the armed forces 
under the universal training and 
service act may enlist in the Naval 
Air Reserve for a period of six years 
divided into the categories ex- 
plained above, 

The Naval Air Reserve enroll- 
ment center located at Naval Air 
Station Glcnvlew, 111., is now mak- 
ing several counselling teams avail- 
able to explain the meaning of this 
new reserve act which became law 
in August of this year. These 
counseling teams may be requested 
by any high school, parent, church,' 
or civic group, or by any individual 
by contacting the enrollment center, 
Naval Air Station, Glenvicw, 111. — 
Glcnview 4-1000, Extension 871 by 
mail or whone.

It seems that some motorlati can- 
not be reminded enough of the fool- 
hardiness of the maneurer of swing- 
ing open the door on the left hand 
aide of a vehicle without checking 
the traffic coming from the rear 
■when the/ are alighting from a car. 

There Is no excuse whatsoever for 
anyone to become involved la an 
accident of this type. It takes only 
a matter of seconds to check and 
see If there Is any traffic approach- 
ing from the "rear before opening 
the door. When parking la- a dis- 
trict where a clear .view may be had 
by the use of the rear view vision 
mirror, a check through the mirror 
Jb usually sufficient. However, when 
getting out of a car which Is parked 
closely In front of another vehicle, 
the motorist should take the added 
precaution of running down the 
window next to his seat and mak- 
ing a thorough examination of the 
traffic coming from the rear. 




The driver . of a vehicle who 
Is suddontly confronted by a door 
swinging open and a person getting 
out of a vehicle la front of him haa 
liuio If any chonco of avoiding an 
accident. Besides tho life of tho 
motorist alighting from tho parked 
vehicle, other lives are at stake. 
Tho driver of tho vehicle approach- 
ing from the rear may—In that 
short apace of time in which he 
must make' a, decision — decide to 
swerve sharply to his left. Ho thus 
endangers motorists coming from 
the opposite direction,

Plastic Tile Makes Remodeling Easy 
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Homeowners today are doing more of. their own home modernizing 
than ever, and the big reason is the new eaBo of remodeling, using plas- 
tic wall tile. Old-fashioned bathrooms, kitchens, dinettes and other such 
arias can be converted Into brighter, more livable rooms easily and 
inexpensively by Installing plastic wall tile made of* polystyrene. 

Because plastic tile is light weight a specially constructed support- • 
Ing wall Is not required— important in renovnting an older home. Tllo 
may be applied over smooth plaster, plasterboard, plywood, ond many 
other surfaces. It Is not satisfactory to "tile" over rough plaster. Wall- 
paper or oil cloth must be removed and paste washed off before tiling. 

Walls must be true to insure a good Job. If wall la not true or has 
holes, or large cracks, plastering should be done to form a smooth, level 
surface. After wall is prepared, follow these easy steps: • 

Draw guide lines, using a level, to determine horizontal and vertical 
starting lines. (Upper left.) 

If sing a mastic trowel, apply mastic (adhesive) smoothly and in suffi- 
cient quantity to insure good coverage on back of tile. (Upper right,) 

Begin setting tile in middle of wall at top level line, pressing each 
firmly into place by applying pressure at comers only. After laying a 
half-dozen horizontal tiles, lay a vertical row to lower edge of surface 
to be tiled. This provides accurate alignment and makes a neat appear- 
ance. All partial tiles then appear In corners. (Lower left.) 

As each row nears corner, stop tiling before corner tile is set. When 
several rows have reached this Btage, place each comer tile, in turn, 
down the line. Special tile shapes may be used as finishing touches. 

After installation, remove excess mastic with soft cloth and suitablo 
cleaner. Do not polish until mastic sets. To polish, wipe with soft cloth 
dipped in warm water to which liquid detergent has been added (one 
tablespoon per gallon of water). Allow to dry; polish with dry cloth. 
(Lower right,) ,

Helpful facts dbout wrapping and 
shipping packages arc contained in 
g new and profusely illustrated 
pamphlet entitled "Packaging and 
Wrapping Parcels for Mailing" 
available free at all post offices 
Postmaster Roy I. Kufalk an- 
nounced today. 

The pamphlet, excerpted from the 
Postal Manual, describes the types 
and sizes of cartons best suited for 
outer and inner shipping contain- 
ers; gives details for the internal 
protection for goods being shipped; 
lists hints on wrapping chinaware, 
stemware, framed pictures, books, 
and other goods; and giyes instruc- 
tions for marking various types of 
parcels to insure the quickest possi- 
ble delivery. 

Written instructions are highlight- 
ed by numerous illustrations show- 
ing how to wrap and tie packages 
securely. Drawings of various 
types of containers and boxes and 
the best way to use protective ma- 
terial to guard goods against break- 
age are also used. 

"This free pamphlet, "Kufalk 
pointed out," if used in conjunction 
with the Department's free pamph- 
let entitled "Domestic Postage 
Rates and Fees" which was issued 
a few months ago, should answer 
practically all questions any user of 
the mails might have on fees, rates, 
special services, and protection of 
parcels in transit." 

The Postmaster General empha- 
sized that much of the delay in de- 
livery of parcels, particularly at 
Christmas, and most of the damage 
en route is due to lack of knowledge 
of basic rules to follow in mailing 
packages.

Rabbit Season Opens 
Nov. 26, Watch for 
Tularemia Infection 



Most Illinois cases of tularemia, 
an infection which has been ob- 
served in wild fowl, quail and 
pheasant, are traced to the ordinary 
cottontail rabbit. The Illinois rab- 
bit hunting season will open Nov. 26 
and run until Jan. 20. 

Dr. Roland R. Cross, state health 
director, urges housewives, hunt- 
ers, and persons who dress wild 
rabbits for market to be very care- 
ful in handling the game. Wearing 
rubber gloves gives some protection 
against infection. Tiny white spots 
on the spleen and liver of rabbits 
are an indication of infection with 
tularemia. When this condition is 
noted in dressing, the carcass should 
be burned, and one's hands washed 
repeatedly with soap and water, and 
if possible with a disinfectant.
